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Meets Death 


Mead in Midst of 
Threatened Area 

Terror today gripped the 
hearts of close relatives and 
friends of Loren J. Mead, na¬ 
tive Santa Anan marooned in 
war-torn China as hour after 
hour passed with no word as 
to his plight. Threats of 
Japanese to blow Nanking off 
the face of the earth today 
added to their fears. Mead 
was ill with malaria in Nanking, 
hia station and home in China, 
when he sent hia wife and family 
out of the dangerous zone to re¬ 
turn to Santa Ana. 

STAYED AT POST 

Despite his illnes.>i. the Santa 
Anan elected to remain in Nan¬ 
king where he is district mana¬ 
ger for the Standard Oil company, 
until important business deals 
were finished. But his wife and 
family here have not heard from 
him since he left. They arrived 
here after a series of horrible ex¬ 
periences, including being bombed 
at their home in Nanking and 
aboard the President Hoover. 

For the last two dtys botiiiis 
have rained down on Nanking, 
forcing the United States Ambas¬ 
sador Nelson Johnson, a friend 
of the Meads, to leave the city. 
Mrs. Mead told The Journal to¬ 
day that she hoped he- husband 
had gone with him out of the 
city. But she doesn’t know. 
FAST PLANE TRIP 

A brother-in-law of Mrs. Mead, 
W. G. Robbins of Detroit. Mich., 
called her by long distance tele¬ 
phone last night. Mrs. Mead 
hoped he had news of her husband. 
But he hasn't. Today Robbins 
left by plane for New York, where 
he will contact high Standard Oil 
officials in an effort to learn news 
of Mead’s whereabouts. 

Yesterday 40 citizens were 
killed by bombs in Nanking and 
40 homes were destroyed. ’Today 
the destruction promised to he 
more terrible. And in the mean¬ 
time his mother, his wife, his two 
children and his sister waited here 
in Santa Ana for news—and 
prayed for the best. 


' U. S. Envoy Flees 
After Nippon Threat 

WASHINGTON. (^)_Sec. 
retary Hull announced today 
the United States had made 
representations to Japan in 
protest against that nation’s 
announced intention to bomb 
Nanking from the air. 
Through Ambassador Joseph 
C. Grew at Tokyo and Japa¬ 
nese Ambassador Hirosi Saito in 
Washington. . conveyed to the 
Japanese foreign office its opposi¬ 
tion to the threatened aerial at¬ 
tack. 

Hull said the protest was based 
chiefly on the grounds that the 
bombing of non-combatant popula¬ 
tions was in violation of interna¬ 
tional and humanitarian laws. 
PROTEST ACTION 

Moreover, he said the American 
government protested against^e 
threatened action because it might 
be calculated to interfere with 
normal relations between this gov¬ 
ernment and China by endanger¬ 
ing American diplomatic repre¬ 
sentatives in the Chinese capit.'M. 

Nelson T. Johnson, American 
ambassador to China, already has 
taken refuge with part of his staff 
at Nanking aboard the American 
gunboats Luzon and Guam. 

The American representations 
were conveyed to Japan a short 
time after the Japanese command¬ 
ing general in China had distribut¬ 
ed warning to all foreign govern¬ 
ment representatives in Nanking 
to leave the capital by noon to¬ 
day (Chinese time) or risk grave 
personal danger from aerial at¬ 
tack. 

PAXTON RE.MAINS 

J. Hall Paxton, veteran embassy 
second secretary, remained on 
duty at the legation as the volun¬ 
teer protector of American inter¬ 
ests. With him were 17 American 
civilians holding the building 
against the threat of devastating 
Japanese aerial bombardment.

ROME. (.(T*)—Italy agreed tonight to join Britain and 
France in anti-piracy patrol of the Mediterranean. Foreign 
Minister Count Galeazzo Ciano advised the British and 
French governments of Italy’s readiness to join the patrol, 
on the basis of parity with those two nations. Britain and 

)Franre, the Italian government 
said, have agreed to satisfy this 
demand. 

Italy previously had refused to 
join the patrol, set up by nine 
powers at Nyon, because she was 
offered only a comparatively 
minor role, as guardian over the 
Tyrrhenian F:a jL * iff her coast. 

A communique stated that Bri¬ 
tain and France, through conver¬ 
sations by their charge d'affaires, 
had made clear they recognized 
fully the position of Italy as a 
great Mediterranean power. 

The British and French repre¬ 
sentatives proposed a meeting of 
naval experts of the three coun¬ 
tries to determine modifications of 
a pra» ‘ ical nature to the presently- 
dra/ter Nyon plan, thereby per¬ 
mitting fuil Italian participation.

A strange alignment of political

1. The city council will call a 
special election to permit electors 
to vote on civil .service for police 
and firemen, and probably all ; ty 
employes. 

2. Purchase of one or more 
new park sites for the city will be 
submitted to voters for approval 
at the same special election, to t)e 
called within a month.

Councllmen .Joseph P. Smith 
and Ernest H. I.ayton. 'isually on 
opposite sides of the fence, joined 
forces last night to defeat a pro¬ 
posal favored by Councilmen 
Plummer L. Bruns and William j 
Penn for creation of civil service 
for police and firemen without 
calling a special election.

the municipal bowl. Sackman is 
said to be asking $20,000 for his 
property, but it was learned that 
the proposal probably will go on 
the ballot asking voters to ap- 
prove condemnation of the 
property. 

COUNTER PROPOSALS 

Smith, who lost a battle some 
time ago to get the city to 
purchase the Tiede property, then 
consisting of 20 acres, located at 
Washington and Flower, unexpect¬ 
edly proposed last night that the 
city acquire the balance of the 
property left.

Police Commissioner Bruns at 
once moved that the council adopt 
an ordinance setting up the civil 
service, saying that this plan is 
favored by the federal and state 
governments, and that it will take 
the two departments out of poli¬ 
tics. Fire Commissioner Penn 
seconded the motion. 

Layton then spoke, saying civil 
service will change the entire 
method of running the city gov¬ 
ernment and adoption of the 
ordinance would put the council in 
a position where it could not 
change the plan except to add 
other departments. He said a spe¬ 
cial election would cost but around 
$1000, and the expen.se could be 
divided between the civil service 
and park question. He made it 
clear that he is not opposed to civil 
service, but thought the people 
should decide the question, 

Layton then made a .substitute 
motion to Bruns’ motion, asking 
City Attorney L. W'. Blodget to

same time. Smith agreed with 
Layton, saying the council had 
nothing to fear by submitting the 
civil service question to a vote of 
the people.

ROLL CALL VOTE 

Bruns demanded a roll call vote 
on the substitute motion. Bruns 
and Penn voted “no,” and Smith 
and Layton voted “yes.” This left 
the decision up to Mayor Rowland, 
who swung in line with the Smith- 
Layton faction to make the motion 
successful. 

Passage of the substitute mo¬ 
tion automatically lost the motion 
made by Bruns. In order to make 
action of the council unanimoiis 
and to indicate it favors the civil 
service plan, Bruns and Penn 
changed their votes on the sub¬ 
stitute motion to “yes.” 

In proposing that the city ac¬ 
quire the Sackman property. Lay- 
ton said he does not mean to 
initiate expensive development im¬ 
mediately, but thinks the city 
should get the property while it 
can be secured.

He favored 
cooperating with the county and 
other cities. 

Chairman Charles E. Walker of 
the planning commission pointed 
out that the planners have recom¬ 
mended employment of an expert 
planner to the city. He cited fig¬ 
ures from the official planning re¬ 
port of the commi.ision. which 
pointed out that if all the store 
frontages provided for in business 
zone.s .set out in the zoning ordi¬ 
nance were developed, there would 
be an average of one store for 
every five persons In the vicinity, 
or more accurately, a store for 
each family. 

CITY TO GROW 

A.<isuming that only one-quarter 
of the area of the city has been 
developed and that eventually the 
city of .Santa Ana within ita pre.s- 
ent boundaries would be about 
120,000 and with no extension of 
the bu.iiness riiatrict, the average 
then of persons per store would 
be about 20. 

With the development of the 
outlying territory of the city and 
the improvement of highway fa¬ 
cilities, the report said, it would 
be fair to assume that the cen¬ 
tral portion of Santa Ana would 
be attractive shopping territory 
for a population of about 150,000. 
Assuming that It would take at 
least 20 families to support one 
store, it was pointed out. it is ob¬ 
vious that there la about four 
times as much busineaa area pro¬ 
vided for in the city aa would 
actually he needed when the whole 
city is fully developed. 

LONG RANGE PLAN 

President Earl B. Hawk* of the 
Santa Ana Realty board made a 
strong plea for not delaying In the 
hiring of an expert planner. Hawks 
urged that the council create a 
constructive, long range master 
plan of city-wide planned develop¬ 
ment with constructive official 
planning of leaaer Items, going 
step by atep and fitting into the 
master plan. He asked for co¬ 
operation with county and neigh¬ 
borhood communities In a coordi¬ 
nated plan which will unify county 
and city efforts, thus protecting 
those on the edge of the city or 
county from harmful conditions 
and consequent destruction of val¬ 
ues. 

A proper plan, he said, would 
protect investments, and also 
would protect officials from Influ¬ 
ential and pressure groups which 
demand spot zoning for selfish In¬ 
terests. It also, he said, would 
enable the city to gradually re¬ 
claim those areas which lack of 
planning has practically ruined. 
DIVIDE EXPENSE 

Councilman William Penn said 
the most logical way to get ex¬ 
pert planning at a price the city 
can afford is to split the expense 
with the county and other cities. 
Councilman E. H. Layton said that 
the time now is opportune to co¬ 
operate in employing an expert 
planner. Councilman Plummer 
Bruns expressed similar senti¬ 
ments, anci asked chamber mem¬ 
bers for business suggestions 
which could be molded into the 
general plan. Councilman Joseph 
P. Smith pledged full cooperation 
to the general Ideas brought out 
at the ' meeting. W. F. Croddy, 
member of the planning commis¬ 
sion, said he was in accord with 
the idea and that a trained plan¬ 
ner should be employed to enable 
the city to avoid as many mis¬ 
takes as possible. 

President Rex Kennedy of the 
chamber presided. He Introduced 
President J. B, Tucker of the Com¬ 
munity Chest, who told the group 
that the Chest situation is better 
this year than last, but appealed 
to the merchants to "raise their 
sights” on donations and to give 
of their time and effort to put the 
chest drive over.

Herringbones, which are shown 
in unlimited variations are the out¬ 
standing pattern development for 
fall. Extremely wide herringbones, 
alternating herringbones, two-color 
as well as herringbones with over¬ 


stripes and checks give you some 
idea of what you can expect.

Oysters are in season again. En¬ 
joyed by Greek and Roman epi¬ 
cures centuries ago, oysters are 
today the most democratic of food 
luxuries. You will find them not 
only in the most expensive res¬ 
taurants, but also at lunch coun¬ 
ters—in .some large cities, even on 
pushcarts, where they are opened 
to order and eaten with the 
fingers. 

Probably the finest way to serve 
oysters is raw, on the half shell, 
with lemon and freshly ground 
black pepper, or broiled on the 
half shell. But since oysters are 
difficult for the amateur to open, 
you may have to buy them 
shucked, and convert them into 
stews or fritters, or fry them. 

Here are some delicious oyster 
recipes: 

SHRI5IP-OYSTER PIES 

3 dozen small saltines 
2 cups milk 

1 teaspoon salt 

'i teaspoon celery salt 
'4 teaspoon black pepper 
Dash nutmeg 
!4 teaspoon paprika 

2 tablespoons grated cheese 
14 cup liquid from oysters 
%, cup cooked, diced celery 

2 cups fresh shrimp 

3 dozen oysters 

2 tablespoons butter 
Scald the milk in a double boil¬ 
er, add the crumbled crackers and 
seasonings, and cook until the 
mixture starts to thicken. Re¬ 
move from the heat, and stir in 
cheese and oy.ster liquid. Combine 
celery, shrimp, and oysters. To 
prepare the shrimp, wash thor¬ 
oughly and put in boiling water 
for about five minutes. Rin.se with 
cold water, remove the sheHs, and 
slice. Fill well-buttered individ¬ 
ual baking dishes with alternate 
layers of the crumb sauce and 
oyster mixture. Have the top 
layer of sauce. Dot generously 
with butter, and bake in a very 
hot oven about 15 minutes, or until 
1 brown and bubbly on top. Serve 
! at once. 

RAKF.U OYSTERS 

1-3 cup melted butter 
L teaspoon Worcestershire 
sauce 

1 tablespoon piepared mustard 
IH cups crumbled crackers 
1 dozen large oysters 
Place the oysters in a shallow 
baking dish with their liquid. 
Sprinkle with the melted butter 
that has been blended with sea¬ 
sonings, then top with the crumbs 
Bake in a moderate oven 15 min¬ 
utes.

This nursery jingle, with a fevf 
alterations, might well have been 
written to fit the events surround¬ 
ing the battle of Gettysburg. 

With many of his men either 
barefooted or poorly shod. Major 
General Heth, commanding a di¬ 
vision of Confederate troops, sent 
a brigade under Pettigrew to 
Gettysburg for supply of shoes on 
June SO, 1863. They were about to 
enter ^ttysburg when advance 
scouts discovered the presence of 
Yankee troops. 

Pettigrew hastily returned to 
Confederate headquarters and re¬ 
ported his discovery, whereupon 
I.ee marched his army on Gettys¬ 
burg to find out what Union force 
was there. In doing so he pre¬ 
cipitated the battle of Gettysburg, 
the turning point of the Civil war.
